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EQUIPMENT: Phillips University is located in Enid, Oklaho- 
ma. Its plant is spacious and complete. It consists of five good 
buildings, well equipped in all their appointments. The institution 
has approximately two acres of floor space. Its laboratories in Phys- 
ics, Chemistry and Biology are complete. It has a first class library.

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The time was when it was.thou ht*that an educa- 
tion could be pad PRESTON HSvOFed Tew. Now it is 
not only enjoyed bya arge per cent of the citizenship 


of America, but it is felt to be somewhat of a disgrace 
for the American youth to come to his majority without 
a fair degree of education. 

While an education enlarges the life of any indi- 
vidual, giving broader experience and enlarged interest 
thus partaking of the nature of a luxury; it is more than 
a luxury; it is a necessity. Preparedness is a requis- 
ite for entrance into the field of industry. Industry is 
expecting every person entering its employ to be 
prepared todo the thing he claims to be able to do.

The College of Fine Arts has grown to be one of 
the strongest in the South West. The courses are or- 
ganized according to the standards established by the 
best conservatories. The College maintains two Profes- 
sors of Voice, four of Piano, one of Violin, one of Pipe 
Organ, one of Wind Instruments, one of Oratory and 
Expression and one of Fine Art. These are all teachers 
who have made extensive preparation both in study and 
travel. Years of experience in their chosen profession 
have made them efficient instructors. Thorough and 
high grade work marks its students. The College is 
well equipped with pipe organ, necessary pianos for 
studios, for practice and for concert work. 

For the benefit of those who have not finished 
the work in high school, a High School is maintained. 
This Department has acquired the standard set by the 
North Central Association of Secondary Schools and is 
a member of that organization. Here an excellent op- 
portunity is afforded those who carry music with their 
high school or whose preparatory work has been 
neglected. 

Few Colleges have made better preparation for 
the athletic side of student life. A splendid Gymna- 
sium containing the standard size basket ball court, 
running track and complete apparatus has been erected 


for the accommodation of the student body. Foot ball, 
basket ball, base ball and track teams are under the 
training of a competent coach. The work on the floor 
of the gymnasium is under the instruction of a physical 
director. Young ladies gymnasium classes and basket 
ball team will be under the supervision of a lady di- 
rector. 

Special provision is made for the accommodation 
of young ladies in Athenian Hall. This building is mod- 
ern and complete in its appointments. It is presided 
over by the Dean of Women. Every attention is given 
to preserve the best health and conduct of the young 
ladies.
